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Measure G repeal initiative OK’ 


Supervisors vote 4-1 
to put marijuana 
measure before voters 
in June 3 election

Just before 2 p.m. Tuesday, the 
Mendocino County Board of 
Supervisors began discussing the 
adoption of a ballot initiative for the 
June 3 primary election that, if passed, 
would repeal Measure G and adopt the 
state medical marijuana limits. 

Three hours and nearly three dozen 
speakers later, the board voted 4-1 to 
approve the item, which does not 
require any of the signatures ballot 
initiatives proposed by citizens 
require. 

Jeanine Nadel, county counsel, pre- 
pared the document, which was com- 
missioned by the board at its Dec. 11 
meeting. 

On Nov. 8, 2000, Mendocino 
County voters approved Measure G, a 
resolution calling for the decriminal- 
ization of personal use and cultivation 
of marijuana, by a vote of 58 percent. 

The current state medical marijua- 
na limits are defined under Senate Bill 
420, under which qualified patients 
and/or their primary caregivers may 
possess no more than eight ounces of 
dried marijuana and/or six mature, or 
12 immature, marijuana plants. The 
bill also allows patients to possess 
larger amounts of marijuana when 
such quantities are recommended by a 
physician. 

After the introduction of the item, 
supervisors and audience members 
alike were regaled with the opinions 
of 34 speakers during public com- 
ment. 

Jimmy Rickel, who has begun col- 
lecting signatures for his own ballot 
initiative to reverse Measure G, said 
the board’s actions were redundant 
and unhelpful. 

“As of today we have close to 900 
legal signatures,” he said. “It’s stormy 
in our county not only from the rain 
and the snow and the wind. The mari- 
juana Taliban terrorists are storming 
as well. All I can say is the war is on.” 

Another citizen who took to the 
podium, Laura McBride, said the best 
way to clarify the will of the people is 
to once again ask them. 

“We don’t want to say you can’t 
have the marijuana, we just want to 
put it on the ballot so people can vote 
and say if they still want it,” she said. 

Others echoed that sentiment, 
including 3rd District Supervisor John

Pinches who said he felt voter senti- 
ment had shifted since the measure’s 
initial passage. 

“We have an opportunity to put this 
on the ballot with no cost to the coun- 
ty,” he said. “I really think there has 
been a sea change. I think this board 
needs to put it on the ballot.” 

Fourth District Supervisor Kendall 
Smith said she concurred with 
Pinches and felt the board needed to 
be responsible for a ballot initiative. 

“I think we need to get something 
on the ballot,” she said. “I think we do 
need to turn it over to the voters.” 

Fifth District Supervisor David 
Colfax, who was the only supervisor 
to vote against the measure, said he 
would not support the board putting 
the initiative on the ballot because of 
its circumvention of the process oth- 
ers were required to endure. 

“I think we’re in a kind of interest- 
ing position in putting a competing 
measure without going through the 
hard work,” he said. “It’s going to be 
called the supervisors’ measure. The 
Board of Supervisors shouldn’t be 
putting anything out there.”

50 pounds 
marijuana 
seized at 


Calpella

The Mendocino County 
Sheriff’s Office, working 
with the Shasta County 
Narcotics Task Force, seized 
approximately 50 pounds of 
marijuana from a home in 
Calpella Monday night. 

Earlier, officers from 
Shasta County had stopped 
Michael John Taaning, 39, of 
Calpella, for a traffic viola- 
tion and allegedly found 
about 20 pounds of processed 
marijuana in his car, accord- 
ing to sheriff’s reports. 

The task force contacted 
the Sheriff’s Office and asked 
for its help serving a search 
warrant on Taaning’s home 
on Eastside Calpella Road. 

Sheriff’s detectives served 
the search warrant and found 
two large gun safes, one 
inside and one outside the 
home. They forced open the 
safes and found approximate- 
ly 50 pounds of processed 
marijuana, marijuana seeds, a 
loaded assault rifle, ammuni- 
tion and $12,800, according 
to sheriff’s reports. 

Everything seized from 
the house is being held by the 
Sheriff’s Office to aid in the 
prosecution of Taaning in 
Shasta County, according to 
sheriff’s reports. 

No criminal charges have 
been filed against Taaning in 
Mendocino County and none 
are being sought as a result of 
the search warrant.

Clinton, McCain win NH primaries, 
trailed by Obama, Romney 


CONCORD, N.H. — Sen. Hillary Rodham Clinton won 
New Hampshire’s Democratic primary Tuesday night in a star- 
tling upset, defeating Sen. Barack Obama and resurrecting her 
bid for the White House. Sen. John McCain powered past his 
Republican rivals and back into contention for the GOP nomi- 
nation. 

Clinton’s victory capped a comeback from last week’s third- 
place finish in the Iowa caucuses. It also raised the possibility 
of a long battle for the party nomination between the most 
viable black candidate in history and the former first lady, who 
is seeking to become the first woman to occupy the Oval Office. 

“T am still fired up and ready to go,” a defeated Obama told 
cheering supporters, repeating the line that forms a part of vir- 
tually every campaign appearance. 

McCain’s triumph scrambled the Republican race as well. 

“We showed this country what a real comeback looks like,” 
the Arizona senator told The Associated Press in an interview as 
he savored his triumph. “We’re going to move on to Michigan 
and South Carolina and win the nomination.” 

Later, he told cheering supporters that together, “we have 
taken a step, but only a first step toward repairing the broken 
politics of the past and restoring the trust of the American peo- 
ple in their government.” 

McCain rode a wave of support from independent voters to 
defeat former Gov. Mitt Romney of Massachusetts, a showing 
that reprised the senator’s victory in the traditional first-in-the- 
nation primary in 2000. 

It was a bitter blow for Romney, who spent millions of dol- 
lars of his own money in hopes of winning the kickoff Iowa 
caucuses and the first primary — and finished second in both. 
Even so, the businessman-turned politician said he would meet 
McCain next week in the Michigan primary, and he cast him- 
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self as just what the country needed to fix Washington. “I don’t 
care who gets the credit, Republican or Democrat. I’ve got no 
scores to settle,” he told supporters. 


Recordings show Iranian boats 
confronting US warships in Persian Gulf 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Small Iranian fast boats swarmed 
around massive U.S. warships in the Persian Gulf, and a man 
speaking heavily accented English threatened, “I am coming to 
you. ... You will explode,” according to a video released 
Tuesday by the Pentagon. 

The Iranian boats appeared to ignore repeated warnings from 
the U.S. ships, including horn blasts and radio transmissions, as 
the ships moved through the Strait of Hormuz into the Gulf. 

In a four-minute, 20-second video, shot from the bridge of 
the destroyer USS Hopper, the small boats — including a bright 
blue one — can be seen racing near the wake the U.S. ships and 
crossing close to each other. 


From the Hopper’s bridge, after spotting the approaching 
Iranian boats, a Navy crew member says over the radio: “This 
is coalition warship. I am engaged in transit passage in accor- 
dance with international law. I intend no harm. Over.” 


US, Iraqi forces open joint operation 
against al-Qaida in Iraq fighters 


BAGHDAD (AP) — The U.S. military launched a country- 
wide offensive Tuesday against al-Qaida in Iraq’s efforts to 
regroup and intensify suicide strikes on civilians who have 
sided with the Americans against the terror group. 

But the latest U.S. blitz brings more than just firepower to 
the field — a determination to speed up work on basic services 
and other civic projects that commanders believe will win more 
converts to the American effort. 

The No. 2 U.S. commander, Lt. Gen. Ray Odierno, 
announced the new operatio i 
and took pains to say it would focus on bettering Iraqi lives as 
well as on attacks against al-Qaida.

In February of 2007, 
sheriff’s deputy Brett White 
Sr. shot and killed himself in 
his Covelo home.

Calif. governments face $118 billion in retiree health costs

SACRAMENTO -- 
California’s state and local gov- 
ernments face at least $118 billion 
in unfunded retiree health care 
costs over the next 30 years and 
should begin setting aside money 
now to cover those bills, a state 
commission recommended 
Monday. 

“We must ensure that the 
promises that have been made to 
the valued work force will be kept 
in a way that won’t pass the bill 
on to our kids and grandkids,” 
said commission chairman Gerald 
Parsky, the head of a Los Angeles 
investment company and a 
University of California regent. 

“Prefunding ... is the best 
approach to dealing with this 
issue.” 

Parsky said the $118 billion 
figure could be higher if health 
care costs rise faster than current 
estimates. It’s on top of $63.5 bil- 
lion in unfunded pension benefits 
owed state and local government 
workers. 

California’s public pension 
systems already have set aside 
money to cover more than 89 per- 
cent of their pension obligations. 
Otherwise, the $63.5 billion fig- 
ure would be significantly larger, 
the Public Employee Post- 


Commission reported. 

But agencies have been less 
diligent about prepaying retired 
public employee medical and 
dental benefits. Only about 22 
percent of the state and local 
agencies responding to the com- 
mission’s survey have begun to 
set aside money to cover those 
costs. 

“We don’t see any reason why 
health care benefits should not be 
treated equally as important,” 
Parsky said at a Capitol news 
conference. 

The state’s share of that $118 
billion is $47 billion or $48 bil- 
lion. The commission is urging 
lawmakers and the governor to 
set aside $1.2 billion in the budget 
that takes effect July 1 to begin to 
cover those costs. 

That would add to the state’s 
current budget shortfall, which 
could total as much as $14 billion 
over the next 18 months without 
addressing the unfunded health 
benefit liability. 

“Unfunded liabilities are a 
problem, and you have to see it in 
the context of how it can be 
addressed currently,” Parsky said. 

He said the amount the state 
would have to put aside each year 
eventually would decline based 
on income from investing the set- 
aside funds. 

Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger 


praised the commission’s “dili- 
gent work” but was noncommittal 
about the 12-member panel’s rec- 
ommendations. 

“I will be reviewing the find- 
ings and submit a formal plan to 
address this issue in the next 30 
days,” he said in a statement. “I 
look forward to working with 
leaders in both parties to ensure 
that public employee retirement 
benefits are protected while gov- 
ernments move forward in a fis- 
cally responsible way.” 

State Treasurer Bill Lockyer 
was more specific, saying that 
funding future health care bene- 
fits should be included in state 
budget decisions made this year. 

“Prefunding and investment 
earnings will save the state bil- 
lions of dollars in unnecessary 
over-expenditures in the next 
three decades,” he said. 

Dwight Stenbakken, deputy 
executive director of the League 
of California Cities, also general- 
ly praised the report. He called 
the recommendation to start fund- 
ing the benefits now a good way 
to tackle retiree health care costs. 

But he said he wished the com- 
mission had joined the league in 
recommending that cities scale 
back pensions to the levels they 
were before local officials autho- 
rized significant increases in the 
late 1990s and early this decade. 


“If you’re ... not spending 
money on potholes because 
you’re spending too much on 
pensions, that is out of balance,” 
he said. 

Parsky said the commission, 
which was appointed by the 
Republican governor and the 
Legislature’s Democratic leaders, 
sought unanimity. It did not get 
into the question of whether 
health and pension benefits 
should be scaled back. 

“Our job was to look at, on the 
assumption there were no 
changes, how do we meet these 
problems,” he said. “That’s what 
we have done.” 

The commission made 34 rec- 
ommendations in eight cate- 
gories. Other proposals include 
adopting legislation to give more 
public exposure to pension bene- 
fit decisions and requiring period- 
ic independent performance 
audits of public pension plans. 

The commission’s report was 
based on responses from nearly 
1,200 public agencies, including 
the state, the University of 
California, the California State 
University, the 58 counties and 
California’s largest cities, school 
districts and special districts. 

Not all local agencies partici- 
pated. Most of those that did not 
were smaller agencies with annu- 
al budgets below $100 million, 
the commission said. 
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The latest unemployment figures from the 
Employment Development Department the 
county’s November unemployment rate was 5.5 
percent, up half a percent from October. From 
that time in 2006 the job losses were in tourism 
(20 jobs), construction (250), health care and 
private education (40) jobs. Year-over job 
growth was in government, which added 150 
jobs since November 2006 and service sector 
jobs, which were up by 80 positions.

KB Home loss widens amid housing slump, shares tumble

LOS ANGELES -- KB Home, one of the 
nation’s largest homebuilders, said Tuesday its 
fourth-quarter loss swelled as ongoing housing 
market woes led to fewer home sales and lower 
revenue, prompting the company to book charges 
to write down unsold inventory and for a tax 
allowance. 

Its shares tumbled more than 6 percent. 

Chief Executive Jeffrey Mezger warned in a 
prepared statement that 2008 “will be another 
tough year for the homebuilding industry.” 

The sector has been struggling through the 
housing slump and the credit crisis prompted by 
last summer’s spike in defaults and foreclosures 
on subprime home loans made to people with past 
credit problems. 

That has deepened the housing slowdown, 
leaving many would-be buyers reluctant to enter 
the market until signs of improvement emerge. 
Meanwhile, many buyers have been unable to get 
financing because lenders stung by rising loans 
gone bad have tightened qualification criteria. 

“We believe pricing and margin pressure 
affecting our industry will continue until these 
inventory levels are better balanced with 
demand,” Mezger said during a conference call 


with analysts. 

He said there were no indications that housing 
markets were stabilizing and noted that consumer 
confidence needs to be restored before things can 
improve. 

To deal with the slowdown, he said KB Home 
has cut costs, focused on producing more afford- 
able homes aimed at first-time buyers and sold off 
non-performing assets. 

For the quarter ended Nov. 30, the company 
posted a loss of $772.7 million, or $9.99 per share, 
compared with a loss of $49.6 million, or 64 cents 
per share, in the year-ago period. 

The Los Angeles-based builder took a pretax 
charge of $403.4 million to write down the value 
of unsold inventory and book losses from joint 
ventures. The company also booked a $514.2 mil- 
lion tax valuation allowance that it can use to off- 
set future profits. 

Excluding the tax allowance, its loss was $399 
million compared with $171.1 million last year. 

The average estimate of analysts polled by 
Thomson Financial was for a loss of $1.08 per 
share. KB did not provide a comparable per-share 
figure that excluded the tax allowance. 

Revenue fell 31 percent to $2.07 billion from 
$3.01 billion in the prior-year quarter, but exceed- 
ed Wall Street estimates for $1.77 billion. 


KB Home shares fell $1.13, or 6.1 percent, to 
$17.35 in midday trading after sinking to a 52- 
week low of $16.67 in earlier trading. 

KB Home said the revenue decline was due 
largely to a 22 percent drop in new home deliver- 
ies, which fell to 8,132 compared to 10,386 in the 
same quarter of 2006. 

The average selling price of the company’s 
homes also slipped, down 12 percent to $247,800 
from $280,000 in the fourth quarter of 2006. 

Revenue from land sales fell to $50.3 million 
during the quarter, compared to $96.6 million in 
the prior-year period. 

“The challenging market conditions we experi- 
enced through the first three quarters of 2007 con- 
tinued during the fourth quarter,’ Mezger said in 
the prepared statement. 

KB Home, which makes homes to order, has 
seen its cancellation rates and its stock of unsold 
homes rise, while new orders have slipped. 

The company’s backlog of orders for new 
homes -- a key indicator of potential for future 
revenue -- fell 40 percent during the quarter. Its 
backlog as of Nov. 30 stood at 6,322 units, down 
from 10,575 units as of the same date in 2006. 

Net orders fell 32 percent to 2,574 from 3,763 
orders in the same quarter of 2006. 

The order cancellation rate during the quarter 


was 58 percent, unchanged compared to the same 
quarter in 2006 but up from 50 percent in the third 
quarter. 

“We believe this points to continued pain and 
continued significant impairment charges for the 
industry in the upcoming earnings season, and 
thus we reiterate our negative sector stance,” 
Michael Rehaut, an analyst with J.P. Morgan 
Securities Inc., wrote in a research note. 

For the year, the company lost $929.4 million, 
or $12.04 a share, versus a profit of $482.4 mil- 
lion, or $5.82 per share, a year earlier. Revenue 
dropped 32 percent to $6.42 billion from $9.38 
billion in 2006. 

The company’s housing unit deliveries in fiscal 
2007 totaled 23,743, down 26 percent from 
32,124 in the previous year. KB Home’s average 
unit selling price fell 9 percent to $261,600, com- 
pared to $287,700 in 2006. 

KB’s financial results were released the same 
day the National Association of Realtors, a trade 
group for real estate agents, predicted that the pace 
of the nation’s home sales will pick up signifi- 
cantly in the second half of the year. The outlook 
by the trade group runs counter to that of many 
economists and other experts, some of which have 
called for the housing slump to drag at least into 
2009.

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The fraud of franking 


As we stumble into a new 
year under less than entirely 
auspicious circumstances — 
it is an election year after all, 
bound to feature plenty of 
mud and empty rhetoric, 
even as the situation in the 
world looks genuinely omi- 
nous — we can expect even 
more misuse of taxpayers’ 
resources by incumbent 
politicians protecting their 
sinecures. What began as a 
way to facilitate specific 
correspondence between 
people and their representa- 
tives has evolved into a mas- 
sive incumbent-protection 
racket. 

The privilege of “frank- 
ing” mail, with a member of 
Congress’ signature, original 
or reproduced, standing in 
for a stamp, was begun to 
allow members to respond to 
mail from constituents with- 
out breaking the congres- 
sional office or campaign 
budget. It has evolved into a 
large-scale industry of 
shameless self-promotion. 

An Associated Press 
review of public records 
shows that during 2006, an 
election year, House mem- 
bers spent $20.3 million in 
taxpayers’ dollars to send 
mailings to constituents and 


others. Obviously this was 
more than simply respond- 
ing to constituents request- 
ing information or clarifica- 
tion about members’ posi- 
tion on key issues. Most of it 
was blatantly self-promo- 
tional, featuring glossy flat- 
tering photos of the member 
in question showing off all 
the roads, bridges and com- 
munity centers delivered at 
the expense of taxpayers in 


other districts. While 
franked mailings cannot be 
blatantly political — no 


direct “vote for me” mes- 
sages — the boundaries are 
not always clear, and even 
“nonpolitical” mailings can 
have political benefits by 
reminding voters who repre- 
sents them and putting a 
relentlessly positive spin on 
his or her activities. 

Does this give incum- 
bents even more of a leg up 
come election time? Of 
course it does. Rep. Ginny 
Brown-White, a Florida 
Republican, spent more on 
taxpayer-financed mailings 
in 2006 — $129,428 — than 
her official reelection cam- 
paign spent on mailings — 
about $110,000. Democratic 
Bay Area Rep. Pete Stark 


spent $172,357 of the tax- 
payers? money promoting 
himself and his ideas. 

Republican Rep. Ray 
Lahood of Illinois, who 
claims never to have used 
the franking privilege for 
mass mailings himself, has 
repeatedly introduced bills 
to ban mass mailings, 
reserving the franking privi- 
lege for answering con- 
stituent mail only. Of course, 
those bills routinely die in 
committee. 

The routine use of the 
franking privilege for self- 
promotional mass mailings 
is yet another reason that 
campaign finance “reform” 
that limits or tries to equalize 
campaign spending is unfair 
(as well as arguably uncon- 
stitutional) incumbent pro- 
tection. Franked mass mail- 
ings at taxpayer expense 
give incumbents an advan- 
tage that a challenger can 
overcome only by spending 
more. 

We’d love to see reform 
of the franking privilege 
before the congressional 
election season gets fully 
under way. We’re more like- 
ly to see massive abuse of 
the privilege.

Ignoring 
our children 


The big lie of campaign 2008 -- so far -- is that the 
presidential candidates, Democratic and Republican, 
will take care of our children. Listening to these politi- 
cians, you might think they will. Doing well by chil- 
dren has now passed Motherhood and Apple Pie as an 
idol that all candidates must worship. 

“We will do whatever it takes to make America a 
better country, to give our kids a better future,” says 
Mike Huckabee, winner of the Republican Iowa cau- 
cuses. 

“We will deliver for our children, our grandchildren 
and our great-grandchildren,” claims Sen. Barack 
Obama, the Democratic winner. 

“We're going to reclaim the future for our chil- 
dren,” says Democratic Sen. Hillary Clinton. 

Actually, these are throwaway lines, completely 
disconnected from reality. 

Our children face a future of rising taxes, squeezed 
-- and perhaps falling -- public services, and aging -- 
perhaps deteriorating -- public infrastructure (roads, 
sewers, transit systems). Today’s young workers and 
children are about to be engulfed by a massive income 
transfer from young to old that will perversely make it 
harder for them to afford their own children. 

No major candidate of either party proposes to do 
much about this, even though the facts are well- 
known. 

Spending for Social Security, Medicare and 
Medicaid -- three programs that go overwhelmingly to 
older Americans -- already represents more than 40 
percent of federal spending. A new report from the 
Congressional Budget Office projects these programs 
could equal about 70 percent of the present budget by 
2030. Without implausibly large budget deficits, the 
only way to preserve most other government programs 
would be huge tax increases (about 40 percent from 
today’s levels). Avoiding the tax increases would 
require draconian cuts in other programs (about 60 
percent). Workers and young families, not retirees, 
would bear the brunt of either higher taxes or degrad- 
ed public services. 

Similar pressures, though less ferocious, exist at the 
state and local levels. Schools, police, libraries and 
parks will be squeezed by the need to pay benefits for 
retired government workers. A study by the Pew 
Charitable Trusts found that states have promised 
retired workers $2.7 trillion in pension, health care and 
other benefits during the next three decades. Only 
about $2 trillion has been set aside; the rest would 
come from annual budgets. 

Medicaid, a joint federal-state program with states 
paying about 40 percent of the costs, represents anoth- 
er drain; about two-thirds of its spending stems from 
the aged and disabled. Roads, water and mass transit 
might also be shortchanged. States and localities pay 
about three-quarters of their costs. 

But facing these facts would expose candidates to 
three daunting problems. 

First: Lightening the burden on the young requires 
cutting retirement benefits for the old -- raising eligi- 
bility ages, being less generous to richer retirees and 
making beneficiaries pay more for Medicare. Simply 
increasing taxes or cutting other programs won’t work. 
The problem is not just closing the budget deficit. 

Second: We can’t wait. Ideally, prospective retirees 
would have received several decades’ warning; but 
we’ve delayed too long. We need to cut benefits for 
baby boomers and even some existing retirees. They 
are the source of mounting costs. 

Third: Even if retirement benefits were cut, pres- 
sures for higher taxes and lower public services would 
not disappear. Social Security and Medicare are part of 
the nation’s social fabric. Although individuals’ bene- 
fits can be responsibly trimmed, the growth in the 
elderly population (a doubling by 2030) and rapidly 
rising health costs would still expand total spending. 
The increases would simply be smaller. 

A moral cloud hangs over our candidates. Just how 
much today’s federal policies, favoring the old over 
the young and the past over the future, should be 
altered ought to be a central issue of the campaign. But 
knowing the unpopular political implications, our can- 
didates have lapsed into calculated quiet. 

They pay lip service to children but ignore the actu- 
al programs that will shape their future. The hypocrisy 
is especially striking in Obama. He courts the young, 
promises “straight talk,” and offers himself as the 
agent of “change.” But his conspicuous omissions 
constitute “crooked talk” and silently endorse the sta- 
tus quo. The insidious nature of this problem is that 
because the spending increases for the elderly occur 
gradually, the pressures on taxes and other government 
programs will also intensify gradually. 

The longer we delay -- and we’ve done so now for 
several decades, because the strains created by an 
aging society have been obvious that long -- the more 
likely that eventual “solutions” will be unfair to both 
young and old. To acknowledge that and to come to 
grips with it would constitute genuine “change.”

LAS VEGAS -- Intel 
Corp. is betting on a big 
expansion of “ultra-mobile” 
computing, an idea that 
could hinge on how many 
gadgets people are willing to 
tote around. 

In an interview Monday at 
the International Consumer 
Electronics Show, Intel CEO 
Paul Otellini said energy- 
efficient, Web-connected 
computers with full key- 
boards and screens in the 4- 
inch neighborhood can give 
people more of what they 
want from the Internet than 
cell phones can. 

To help stimulate the tech- 
nology, Intel plans in the 
next few months to begin 
shipping processors and 
associated “chipsets” that 
demand relatively little 
power and are smaller than 
standard PC processors, 
allowing them to be 
crammed into tinier devices, 
which would be built by 
other companies. 

Eyeing a similar market, 
wireless chip maker 
Qualcomm Inc. also has built 
prototypes of little Web 
devices. Its chief operating 
officer, Sanjay Jha, said he 
expects manufacturers to 
take up the blueprints and 
begin selling what he calls 
“pocketable computers” by 
the end of this year. 

So far, so-called ultra- 
mobile computers, smaller 
than average laptops but big- 
ger and more fully featured 
than most cell phones, have 
gotten a tepid response. 

With the devices’ prices 
often beyond $1,000, many 
potential buyers have found 
little reason to scale down 
from their notebook comput- 
ers or up from cell phones 
that have been improving 
their Web browsing experi- 
ence. 

“How do you make people 
realize that this is something 
advantageous to them and 
different from the notebook 
experience?” said Richard 
Shim, an analyst with IDC, a 
market research firm. “That’s 
the trick. Nobody’s been 
very good at that yet. ... It’s 
not as widely compelling as 
it needs to be if they want it 
to compete on the level of a 
phone or a PC.” 

But Otellini said such dis- 
tinctions will cease to matter, 
especially since small Web 
devices can incorporate cell 
phone functions. And he said 
Apple Inc.’s iPhone showed 
that combination devices can 
be elegant.

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“You’re projecting an end 
stage on an early technolo- 
gy,” he said. “That’s a risky 
thing to do.” 

To be sure, even with cell 
phones in nearly every pock- 
et or purse, another gadget 
could be appealing if it does 
something particularly com- 
pelling. For example, more 
and more cell phones play 
music, but plenty of people 
also carry MP3 players that 
do the job better. 

In a keynote speech 
Monday at CES, Otellini 
tried to show that ultra- 
mobile PCs -- he prefers the 
name “mobile Internet 
devices” to better distinguish 
them from laptops -- offer a 
new kind of information-on- 
the-go bliss. 

He demonstrated how an 
American traveler to Beijing 
might use a pocket computer 
to get real-time navigation 
tips and instant translations 
of signs, menus and conver- 
sation from Chinese. 

Otellini acknowledged 
that this vision for ultra- 
mobile computing might not 
be fully realized for a few 
years. 

For one thing, little PCs 
need longer battery lives so 
people can tote them around 
and use them all day. 

Intel also expects that 
wireless broadband networks 
based on the WiMax stan- 
dard will develop much fur- 
ther to enable connectivity 
on the devices. But Otellini 
said the computers could also 
make use of cellular net- 
works. 

That is the connectivity 
route favored by Qualcomm, 
which is a major supplier to 
the wireless industry. Jha, the 


Qualcomm executive, said 
wireless carriers first will 
need to come up with more 
enticing data pricing plans. 

Proof that wireless carri- 
ers will be crucial is in the 
weak reception for Sony 
Corp.’s Mylo handheld mes- 
saging device. Though it has 
a full keyboard and sells for 
around $300, it can go online 
only in Wi-Fi hot spots, 
which have limited range. 

This is far from the first 
time Intel has ranged beyond 
its specialty in PC and server 
chips in an attempt to diver- 
sify -- and take the edge off 
the up-and-down cycles 
common in the chip business. 
Past forays that hit dead ends 
include chips for music play- 
ers, TVs and cell phones. 
Intel once even tried selling 
toy microscopes. 

These days, some analysts 
fear Intel’s inventory for PC 
chips is backing up because 
of slowing orders from the 
industry. Intel’s shares fell 15 
percent last week, vaporizing 
about $24 billion in share- 
holder wealth. 

Intel also is eyeing home 
entertainment devices. 
Otellini introduced a com- 
puting-and-graphics-micro- 
processor combo that can run 
TVs and set-top boxes. 

The company’s goal with 
that product, called Canmore 
and due out late this year, is 
to make it easier for people 
to move Internet content to 
high-definition TVs. 

Otellini said neither that 


nor the mobile Internet 
device venture is a mere side 
project. 


“We don’t make small bets 
on anything,” he said.

Intel hopes chip technologies Consumer lawsuit claims Apple 
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monopolizing online music market

LOS ANGELES -- An iPod owner is suing 
Apple Inc., claiming the company restricts 
consumer choice and has monopolized the dig- 
ital music market because its popular line of 
music players and its iTunes online music store 
are not compatible with rival music devices. 

The lawsuit, which seeks class-action status, 
is the latest in several lawsuits brought against 
Cupertino-based Apple in recent years claim- 
ing it has an unfair grip on the online music 
market. 

Stacie Somers of San Diego, identified only 


plaintiff in the complaint, which was filed Dec. 
31 in U.S. District Court in Northern 
California. 

She seeks a court order for Apple to cease 
the alleged anticompetitive business practices, 
unspecified damages and profits reaped by the 
company. 

Calls to the law firm representing Somers 
were not immediately returned Monday. 

Apple spokeswoman Susan Lundgren said 
the company does not comment on pending lit- 
igation.

NEW ORLEANS — Flanked by 
his team’s four gleaming national 
championship trophies, LSU coach 
Les Miles was already looking for 
more. 

“I have the next year plan right 
here,” Miles said, drawing laughs from 
reporters and LSU hangers-on at a 
morning news conference. “The next 
year plan, OK, first of all, we expect to 
be a very strong football team.” 

Next year can wait. On Tuesday, 
Miles and most of this city celebrated 
LSU’s second Bowl Championship 
Series title, earned the night before in 
a decisive 38-24 victory over previ- 
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ously top-ranked Ohio State in the 
Superdome. 

Miles will soon be making a few 
important calls of his own. He’ll be on 
the recruiting trail, looking for talent 
to keep the Tigers among the national 
elite. 

“I can promise you that it’s a little 
early to say we have it all figured out,” 
Miles said. “But the goals will be the 
same.

ASHBURN, Va. — After 
the toughest season of his 
Hall of Fame career, Joe 
Gibbs knew he needed to 
walk away from the 
Washington Redskins and 
devote more time to his wife, 
children and grandchildren. 

He resigned as coach and 
team president of the 
Redskins on Tuesday, three 
days after a playoff loss 
ended an inspirational late- 
season run that followed the 
death of safety Sean Taylor. 

The 67-year-old Gibbs 
said Redskins owner Dan 
Snyder tried to persuade him 
to stay on during a conversa- 
tion that lasted until about 
2:30 a.m. Tuesday. 

“My family situation 
being what it is right now, I 
told him I couldn’t make the 
kind of commitment I need- 
ed to make,” Gibbs said dur- 
ing a news conference, 
standing a few feet from the 
three silver Super Bowl tro- 
phies he won during his first 
tenure with the Redskins. “I 
felt like they needed me.” 

One of his grandsons, 
Taylor, was diagnosed with 
leukemia a year ago at age 2. 
Gibbs frequently talks lov- 
ingly about his “grandba- 
bies,” and he made an 
overnight trip to North 
Carolina on Sunday to be 
with his family, interrupting 
the postseason routine of 
meetings that usually follow 
the final game of the season. 

“I had real good visits 
with everybody, and at that 
point when I started back to 
D.C. and got on the plane 
that afternoon, I kind of had 
a real strong feeling in my 
heart of what I felt like I 
should do,” Gibbs said.

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MLB | HALL OF FAME VOTING 
Goose Gossage elected to baseball’s Hall of Fame

NEW YORK — Goose Gossage 
became only the fifth relief pitcher 
elected to the Hall of Fame, earning 
baseball’s highest honor Tuesday in 
his ninth try on the ballot. 

Known for his overpowering fast- 
ball, fiery temperament and bushy 
mustache, the Goose received 466 of 
543 votes (85.8 percent) from 10-year 
members of the Baseball Writers’ 
Association of America. 

“It was very emotional, off the 
charts. I can’t describe the feeling,” 
Gossage said. 

Jim Rice was passed over yet again, 
getting 392 votes (72.2 percent), up 
from 346 (63.5 percent) last year but 
16 short of the 75 percent needed. He 
will appear on the writers’ ballot for 
the 15th and final time next year, when 


career steals leader Rickey Henderson 
will be among the newcomers. 

Andre Dawson was third at 358 
(65.9 percent), followed by Bert 
Blyleven at 336 (61.9 percent), Lee 
Smith at 235 (43.3 percent) and Jack 
Morris at 233 (42.9 percent). 

Mark McGwire, a casualty of the 
Steroids Era in some writers’ minds, 
received just 128 votes — the exact 
total he had last year. His percentage 
increased slightly to 23.6 percent, up 
from 23.5 percent last year when he 
was on the ballot for the first time. 

“I don’t think this steroid thing is 
over by any means. I’m sure that most 
of you guys, the writers, don’t really 
know how to approach this,” Gossage 
during a BBWAA conference call. 

Tim Raines topped the 11 newcom- 
ers on the ballot, receiving 132 votes 
(24.3 percent). All of the others 


appearing for the first time fell below 
the 5 percent necessary to remain on 
the ballot next year. 

Gossage, who fell short by 21 votes 
last year, joins Hoyt Wilhelm (1985), 
Rollie Fingers (1992), Dennis 
Eckersley (2004) and Bruce Sutter 
(2006) in Cooperstown’s bullpen. 

Gossage was sitting in a recliner in 
his living room overlooking the Rocky 
Mountains when he received the call. 
He turned to reporters in the room and 
said, “Oh my god, I’ve been elected.” 

“A shock wave went through my 
body like an anvil just fell on my 
head,” Gossage said about his reac- 
tion. “I think having to wait makes it 
that much more special.” 

His mother died in 2006, Gossage 
said with tears welling up in his eyes, 
and he had hoped she would live long 
enough to see him inducted. 

Gossage was a nine-time All-Star 


who pitched for nine major league 
teams from 1972-94 and had 310 saves 
— 52 of them when he got seven outs 
or more. 

The first time he appeared on the 
Hall ballot in 2000, Gossage received 
only 33.3 percent of the vote. 

He will be inducted July 27 in 
Cooperstown, joined by five men 
elected last month by the revamped 
Veterans Committee: former commis- 
sioner Bowie Kuhn, former Dodgers 
owner Walter O’Malley, managers 
Dick Williams and Billy Southworth 
and ex-Pirates owner Barney 
Dreyfuss. 

Williams managed Gossage on the 
San Diego Padres. 

“There isn’t anybody I’d rather go 
in with than Dick Williams,” said 
Gossage, who spoke with his former 
manager right after getting the news.

“T just had to do that,” the LSU coach 
said. 

Easy for him to say, now that he has 
the BCS national championship trophy. 

The second-ranked Tigers danced, 
dodged and darted their way into the end 
zone Monday night, turning the title 
game into a horrible replay for No. 1 
Ohio State. It was over early, with Matt 
Flynn throwing four touchdown passes in 
a 38-24 win. 

In a season of surprises, this was hard- 
ly an upset: Ohio State once again fell 
apart in college football’s biggest game. 
A year after the Buckeyes were routed by 
Tim Tebow and Florida 41-14 in the 
Arizona desert, they barely did better. 

Playing at their home-away-from- 
home in the Big Easy, the Tigers (12-2) 
became the first two-loss team to com- 
pete for the title. 

Still, LSU was a runaway No. 1 in the 
final Associated Press poll. The Tigers 
received 60 of 65 first-place votes from a 
national media panel. Georgia, Southern 
California, Missouri and Ohio State 
rounded out the top five. Georgia had 
three first-place votes while Southern Cal 
and No. 7 Kansas each had one. 

LSU rallied from an early 10-0 deficit, 
taking a 24-10 halftime lead that held up. 

“We just didn’t do the things you need 
to do to win a ballgame of this nature. 
We’re very aware that LSU’s a deserving 
champion,” Ohio State coach Jim Tressel 
said. 

Jacob Hester bulled for a short touch- 
down, Early Doucet wiggled loose for a 
touchdown and Dorsey led a unit that 
outplayed the top-ranked defense in the 
nation. 

Ohio State (11-2) had little to celebrate 
after Chris “Beanie” Wells broke loose 
for a 65-yard TD run on the fourth play of 
the game. 

“It’s unbelievable to know you’ve 
failed two years in a row,” Wells said. 

The loss left Ohio State at 0-9 overall 
in bowl games against teams from the 
Southeastern Conference. The SEC 
delights in whipping Big Ten teams in 
what’s become a rivalry that steams up 
fans on both sides. 

Better on offense and defense, the 
Tigers got two big plays on special teams 


— Ricky Jean-Francois blocked a field 
goal, and LSU took advantage of a 
roughing-the-kicker penalty. 

Flynn hit Doucet with a 4-yard toss 
with 9:04 left for a 31-10 lead and the 
celebration was on in earnest. The 
Buckeyes made the score more 
respectable on Todd Boeckman’s 5-yard 
TD pass on fourth down to Brian 
Robiskie, only to have Flynn come back 
and throw his second TD pass to Richard 
Dickson. 

Flynn finished 19-for-27 for 174 yards 
and was picked the game’s most out- 
standing offensive player. 

As the clock ticked down, Boeckman 
threw a 15-yard touchdown pass to Brian 
Hartline. 

Ohio State was trying to win its second 
BCS title in six years, and add to the one 
that Tressel captured by upsetting Miami 
31-24 in double overtime for the 2002 
championship. 

For sure, the Buckeyes were perhaps 
the most-maligned No. 1 team in recent 
memory, with critics attacking them all 
season. Tressel gave his players a 10- 
minute DVD filled with insults hurled at 
them by television and radio announcers, 
hoping it would motivate his team. 

Instead, the Tigers ravaged the 
nation’s best defense and showed that 
maybe all those naysayers were right. 

“I worry about disappointment 
because of how hard the kids work. I 
don’t worry about criticism,” Tressel 
said. “If you struggle taking criticism, 
you better not be at Ohio State and better 
not be playing football.” 

Known as a punishing runner, Wells 
got the game off to a quick start. On the 
fourth play from scrimmage, the 
Buckeyes’ bruising back started left, 
made a nifty cut right and burst through 
the middle. 

Wells was gone, off on the longest run 
of his career. And so much for SEC speed 
— Wells outran All-America safety Craig 
Steltz for a 65-yard TD. 

Wells was welcomed by a familiar 
face once he got back to the sideline. 
Miami Dolphins receiver Ted Ginn Jr., 
wearing scarlet and gray Mardi Gras 
beads, knew all about early strikes. He 
provided Ohio State’s only highlight in 
last year’s BCS title game, returning the 
opening kickoff for a touchdown. 

This time, Ohio State made it 10-0 on 
its next possession. Boeckman hit a wide- 
open Brandon Saine for 44 yards, setting 
up Ryan Pretorius’ 25-yard field goal. 

Only five minutes into the game, Ohio 
State and its all-brass band was blowing 
away the Tigers. LSU looked dazed and 
defensive coordinator Bo Pelini — who 
now becomes Nebraska’s full-time coach 
— had few answers. 


Fortunately for the Tigers, their 
offense started clicking. On a team full of 
flash, it was the reliable ol’ Hester who 
settled down LSU. 

First, he barreled into All-America 
linebacker James Laurinaitis for a short 
gain. Both players are the rugged type 
and in a nice show of sportsmanship, 
Laurinaitis — whose dad, Joe, once 
starred as “Animal” in the “Legion of 
Doom” wrestling tag team — helped up 
Hester. 

Hester broke off a 20-yard run on the 
next play, and LSU eventually got a 32- 
yard field goal from Colt David that 
made it 10-3. 

That score late in the first quarter 
seemed to jazz everyone in purple and 
gold. The Tigers zoomed into fast 
motion, the band’s Golden Girls sudden- 
ly put more bounce in their step and thou- 
sands of fans started screaming even 
louder. 

Flynn also seemed to recognize exact- 
ly what Ohio State was trying to do. LSU 
quarterbacks spend a lot of time with an 
Xbox, playing a custom-made video 
game to read defenses. Apparently, what 
worked on the screen did even better on 
the field. 

Two big penalties against Ohio State 
helped set up Flynn’s 13-yard touchdown 
pass to Dickson, who somehow found 
himself uncovered. Flynn punctuated the 
strike by hollering, giving a wild fist 
pump and putting up both hands to signal 
TD 


Tied at 10, the Buckeyes counted on 
Wells. He delivered one of the season’s 
best stiff-arms on a 29-yard romp, and 
Ohio State seemed poised to retake the 
lead. 

Instead, Jean-Francois crashed 
through the middle, swung his big right 
arm and blocked Pretorius’ 38-yard field 
goal try. 

As Ohio State trudged off the field and 
LSU ran on, it was all over. It only took a 
while to confirm it. 

“We had a chance early and a chance 
later. LSU just made too many plays,” 
Laurinaitis said. 

LSU turned to another of its five dan- 
gerous tailbacks, and NCAA sprint star 
Trindon Holliday zigzagged closer to the 
goal line. Flynn’s perfect pass to Brandon 
LaFell in the back left corner of the end 
zone put the Tigers ahead 17-10. 

Then, it was time for LSU’s defense to 
make the big play. Cornerback Chevis 
Jackson intercepted Boeckman’s loss toss 
and streaked 34 yards down the right 
sideline. 

The Tigers moved to a first-and-goal at 
1. On third down, Hester plunged up the 
middle and it was 24-10.

SAN FRANCISCO — The 
San Francisco 49ers hired 
Mike Martz as their offensive 
coordinator Tuesday, landing 
one of the NFL’s top offensive 
minds. 

The team hopes Martz will 
reinvent a unit that finished 
last in most statistical cate- 
gories last season. 

Martz, who tormented the 
49ers for years during his 
greatest success with their 
NFC West rival St. Louis 
Rams, was fired by the Detroit 
Lions last week after two sea- 
sons. 

He replaces Jim Hostler, 
who also was fired last week 
after the 49ers matched a fran- 
chise low and finished last in 
the NFL with 219 points. 

Hostler, who got the job on 
short notice after Norv Turner 
left to coach the Chargers, 
also produced the league’s 
worst statistics in total yards 
(3,797), yards passing 
(2,320), offensive touch- 
downs (23), first downs (218), 
sacks allowed (55) and third- 
down conversions (31.4 per- 
cent). 
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Martz is San Francisco’s 
sixth offensive coordinator in 
six years. He was the Rams’ 
offensive coordinator in their 
last Super Bowl win, and he 
was head coach from 2000- 
05, including a Super Bowl 
loss in 2001. 

Nolan will fill the rest of 
his coaching staff with input 
from Martz, but the 49ers 
already have dropped three of 
Hostler’s assistants. Martz 
seems inclined to keep 
receivers coach Jerry Sullivan 
and offensive line coach 
George Warhop, praising both 
veteran coaches Tuesday. 

Ted Tollner, the veteran 
coach who came on late in the 
season to aid Hostler, also will 
return to the 49ers in some 
capacity.

LOS ANGELES -- Striking 
Hollywood writers have 
reached a deal with Tom 
Cruise’s production outfit 
United Artists Films to resume 
working on movies while the 
strike continues against other 
studios. 

The deal announced 
Monday was the first reached 
with big-screen producers by 
the Writers Guild of America, 
which has been on strike since 
Nov. 5. Terms were not dis- 
closed. 

“I think it has two effects. 
One is to build a competitive 
disadvantage for the conglom- 
erates, so they can see the 
value of coming back to the 
table and making a deal,” said 
Patric M. Verrone, president 
of the Writers Guild of 
America, West. “And also, it 
puts some of our members 
back to work and begins to put 
the town back to work.” 

A news release from the 
guild said the agreement 
addresses key issues of writ- 
ers, who walked off the job 
over their cut of potential 
profits from programming on 
the Internet and other new 
media. 

The deal does not include 
MGM, the main parent com- 
pany of United Artists. 

In a statement, MGM said 
it “understands the desire of 
United Artists to resume its 
business activities but respect- 
fully disagrees with its deci- 
sion to sign an interim agree- 
ment.” 

United Artists is not a 
member of the Alliance of 
Motion Picture and Television 
Producers, which represents 
MGM, Sony, Disney and 
other major studios in negoti- 
ations with the guild. Contract 
talks with the writers broke 
off Dec. 7, with no new nego- 
tiations in sight. 

In a statement, the produc- 
ers alliance downplayed the 
significance of the United 
Artists agreement. 

“One-off deals do nothing 
to bring the WGA closer to a 
permanent solution for work- 
ing writers. These interim 
agreements are sideshows and 
mean only that some writers 
will be employed at the same 
time other writers will be 
picketing,” the alliance said in 
a statement. 

“Until the people in charge 
at WGA decide to focus on the 
main event rather than these 


the economic 


sideshows, 
harm being caused by the 


strike will continue,” the 
statement said. 

The strike has idled pro- 
duction on many TV shows 
and forced the delay of a few 
major big-screen films. 
Carpenters, makeup artists, set 
decorators and other behind- 
the-scenes employees have 
been thrown out of work. 

The United Artists deal 
could begin to drive a wedge 
between the producers 
alliance and independent pro- 
duction companies that want 
to get their writers back on the 
job, said Daniel J.B. Mitchell, 
a professor of management 
and public policy at the 
University of California, Los 
Angeles. 

Other companies could fol- 
low United Artists’ lead and 
reach side deals with the guild 
to continue production while 
the strike endures, then sign 
on for whatever terms the 
alliance eventually reaches 
with writers, Mitchell said. 

“It’s the same kind of prob- 
lem as, let’s say, OPEC. You 
have a group of people that 
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Striking Hollywood writers 
reach deal with United Artists 


has a common interest in hav- 
ing a common front, where 
they want to keep oil prices 
up,” Mitchell said. “There’s 
always somebody who says, 
“You guys keep oil prices up, 
and I’ll sell more than my 
quota. You do the heavy lift- 
ing, and Pll just reap the 
reward.” 

Kim Masters, an entertain- 
ment correspondent for 
National Public Radio, said 
that with major corporations 
controlling so much of enter- 
tainment production, the 
United Artists agreement was 
just a drop in the bucket. 

“It’s a nominal victory. It’s 
a very tough environment for 
the guild to start peeling off 
major players,” Masters said. 


“Tve got to feel with the 
media concentration today, 
it’s just very hard to split these 
companies up.” 

The United Artists deal fol- 
lows an agreement with David 
Letterman’s production com- 
pany that allowed writers for 
his and Craig Ferguson’s late- 
night shows to return to work. 
The shows went back on the 
air last week. 

Jay Leno and other late- 
night hosts also went back to 
work. But without similar 
deals, those shows are airing 
without the help of writers. 

Cruise and producing part- 
ner Paula Wagner took over 
the venerable United Artists 
banner in 2006 after they sev- 
ered long-term ties with 
Paramount, where their pro- 
duction company had been 
based. 

Founded in silent-movie 
days by Charles Chaplin, 
Douglas Fairbanks, Mary 
Pickford and D.W. Griffith, 
United Artists had been large- 
ly mothballed in recent years. 

The guild “agreement is 
important, unique and makes 
good business sense for 
United Artists,” Wagner said. 
“In keeping with the philoso- 
phy of its original founders, 
artists who sought to create a 
studio in which artists and 
their creative visions could 
flourish, we are pleased to 
have reached an agreement 
with the WGA,” Wagner said 
in a statement. 

The first United Artists 
release under Cruise and 
Wagner’s stewardship, the 
war-on-terror drama “Lions 
for Lambs,” was a flop despite 
a top-name cast that included 
Cruise, Meryl Streep and 
Robert Redford, who also 
directed. 

The next United Artists 
release, director Bryan 
Singer’s World War II thriller 
“Valkyrie,” also stars Cruise 
and is due out Oct. 3. 

Among other United Artists 
films in development is “Die a 
Little,” a crime thriller star- 
ring Jessica Biel. 
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Judge rejects motion 
by ‘Sahara’ novelist 


for judgment

LOS ANGELES -- A judge has denied a bid by the author of 
the book behind the 2005 film “Sahara” to obtain a judgment of 
more than $8.5 million against the film’s producers, according 
to court documents. 

Clive Cussler sued Crusader Entertainment in 2004, claim- 
ing the company reneged on a contract that gave him approval 
rights over the film’s screenplay. 

Crusader countersued, accusing Cussler of duping it into 
adapting his book into a film based on an inflated number of 
novels sold. 

Jurors ruled last May in favor of the production company, 
and the author was ordered to pay Crusader $5 million. 

Cussler subsequently filed motions to amend his original 
complaint and argued that the jury had left it up to the court to 
award him $8.5 million involving the movie rights to another 
book that was never made into a film. 

In a ruling issued last Thursday, Los Angeles Superior Court 
Judge John P. Shook denied Cussler’s motions, concluding 
“plaintiffs cannot now contend that the jury’s response ... is tan- 
tamount to a judgment...” 

Attorney Marvin Putnam, who represented Crusader, now 
named Bristol Bay Productions, said the ruling means Cussler 
must still pay the $5 million awarded to the company during 
trial. 

Cussler’s attorney Bert Fields said his client didn’t suffer a 
loss. 

“The judge has yet to decide on who is the prevailing party 
in the action. When the judge does decide, he will find, that 
under the law, Mr. Cussler is the prevailing party in the case,” 
said Fields.

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Turbulent year for music labels Father needs durable 
power of attorney 


points to more changes

LOS ANGELES -- When you’re not 
inclined to give your product away for free, 
make your customers believe they’re get- 
ting something for nothing. 

That’s the thinking behind some of the 
offerings music fans may see this year as 
the recording industry scrambles to offset 
losses from plunging CD sales and find 
new sources of revenue when many con- 
sumers simply download music for free. 

Among the business models music fans 
are likely to see more of: music subscrip- 
tions bundled with the price of Internet 
access, and services like Nokia Corp.’s 
upcoming Comes With Music, which 
would give users of select mobile phones a 
year’s worth of unlimited access to music, 
for no extra charge. 

Music companies also are expected to 
license songs for more ad-supported Web 
sites like imeem, which lets visitors watch 
videos or listen to full-length tracks posted 
by other music fans for free. 

Major recording labels, long-criticized 
for being too slow in adapting to changes 
brought by the Internet over the last 
decade, are under pressure to explore new 
ways to get music fans to pay for music, 
leading to more choices for consumers. 

In 2007, the recording industry arguably 
took the boldest steps yet. 

After years championing the necessity 
of copy-protection safeguards on digital 
music, three of the world’s biggest record- 
ing companies agreed to license their 
music for sale online as unprotected MP3 
files. Many analysts expect the last hold- 
out, Sony BMG Music Entertainment, to 
follow this year. 

That’s an important step for music 
lovers hesitant about buying digital music 
because songs are generally tied to specif- 
ic devices -- for example, Apple Inc.’s iPod 
players can’t play copy-protected music 
not bought at Apple’s iTunes store. 

“It seems clear there’s an accelerated 
pace of change that comes hand in glove 
with accelerated decline in traditional busi- 
ness,” said Eric Garland, chief executive at 
BigChampagne Online Media 
Measurement, which tracks online enter- 
tainment. 

Recording company executives who 
once saw new technology as the enemy 
seem to now see it as a lifeline. 

The major labels -- Sony BMG, Vivendi 
SA’s Universal Music Group, Warner 
Music Group Corp. and Britain’s EMI 
Group PLC -- declined to comment. 
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In a recent memo to employees, Warner 
Music Chairman and CEO Edgar 
Bronfman Jr., touched on the importance 
of developing new areas of digital music. 
The company’s stock price has plunged 
more than 75 percent over the past year. 

“There’s no denying that WMG and the 
industry as a whole have been struggling 
for almost a decade now with the chal- 
lenges and opportunities that the digital 
space presents,” Bronfman wrote. “The 
recent trend of dramatic changes in the 
recorded music market will continue. ... 
And, though it’s a cliche, it’s a cliche 
because it’s true: technology will also pro- 
vide us with new opportunities.” 

Bronfman alluded that the industry this 
year would pursue a way to “monetize the 
unauthorized flow of our artists’ audio con- 
tent on the Internet.” 

That could involve striking deals with 
Internet service providers to help compen- 
sate labels for the millions of songs 
swapped online. 

Another approach involves Internet ser- 
vice providers offering a pricing tier that 
comes with unlimited music downloads or 
faster download speeds that might be 
attractive to computer users who download 
a lot of music files. 

Last year, Universal Music began test- 
ing an unlimited music download service 
in France offered through broadband 
provider Neuf Cegetel. 

Then there’s Universal Music’s Total 
Music, which is expected to extend what 
Universal is doing with Nokia’s Comes 
With Music to everything from personal 
computers to digital music players, with 
the cost of the music built into the price. 

Internet users collectively download 
about 1.1 billion songs from file-sharing 
networks every month, according to 
BigChampagne. So the music industry’s 
success could be tempered if those people 
see little value in digital music without 
copy-protection strings or services offering 
feels-like-free music. 

Sales of digital tracks at iTunes and 
elsewhere surged 45 percent last year com- 
pared with 2006, according to Nielsen 
SoundScan. But digital music still 
accounts for a small portion of overall 
music sales, and U.S. album sales in CDs 
and other physical formats dropped 15 per- 
cent during the same period. 

Combined, the number of albums sold 
declined 9.5 percent. 

“The industry for the last several years 
had hoped that eventually the pain would 
subside and they expected that eventually 
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in ’08 
the market slowdown would level off,” 
said James McQuivey, media and technol- 
ogy analyst at Forrester Research. 

Instead, he said, the recording industry 
saw CD sales falling even faster. 

In a research note issued in November, 
Pali Capital analyst Richard Greenfield 
suggested retail floor space for CDs would 
probably shrink this year by as much as 30 
percent. 

Like many other music retailers, 
Related Companies’ Virgin Megastores 
North America has diversified its product 
offerings in recent years, adding clothing, 
novelties, electronics and other items to 
help offset CD sales declines. 

After two years of moderate declines, 
Virgin’s same-store music sales rose 5 per- 
cent last year compared with 2006, while 
overall sales jumped 15 percent. CDs now 
represent only 40 percent of overall sales, 
said Kevin Milligan, Virgin’s vice presi- 
dent of product and merchandising. 

Despite mixed results trying to breathe 
life into the CD by adding video and other 
multimedia extras, the recording industry 
will roll out a host of new variants to stores 
this year. 

One, dubbed the CD-View Plus, lets 
customers access a trove of additional con- 
tent when they go online. Another is the 
digital gift cards, which enable users to 
download specific albums, something 
Starbucks already sells. 

“There’s a lot of experimentation going 
on,” said Jim Donio, president of the 
National Association of Recording 
Merchandisers, a trade group that repre- 
sents hundreds of retailers, record labels 
and other music-related firms. 

Music fans are also likely to see more 
albums released in multiple versions, such 
as pricier deluxe or limited-editions, and 
more albums pre-loaded onto small, 
portable storage devices such as thumb dri- 
ves attached to rubber bracelets. 

Consumers may also see a bigger push 
this year for CD singles, dubbed “ringles,” 
that include mobile phone ringtones and 
other digital content, Milligan said. 
Universal Music and Sony BMG, which is 
a joint venture of Sony Corp. and 
Bertelsmann AG, are among the labels that 
have plans to release ringles, he said. 

“Everyone is looking for a formula that 
will provide healthy growth for the indus- 
try, which I believe will come,” Donio 
said. “The other side of this will be loaded 
with new kinds of opportunities, for 
arguably a marketplace that probably does- 
n’t look anything like it looks now.”

Q: My 83-year-old father 
lives in the same city as my 
brother. While I was visiting, 
my father mentioned to me that 
instead of paying a lawyer to 
prepare a power of attorney, he 
took my brother to the bank and 
put him on all of his accounts as 
a signator. Dad owns no real 
estate, and all of his bank 
accounts together total nearly 

00,000. There have never 
been any secrets in our family, 
but I am very concerned about 
this move. All money in these 
accounts came from my father, 
and all new money comes from 
his Social Security and pension, 
on which he pays income taxes. 
My brother did not put in a nick- 
el. My questions are: 1. Isn’t a 
power of attorney better than 
what Dad did? 2. Does my 
brother have to pay income tax 
on money he may take from 
these accounts for his own use, 
if he does? 3) Can my brother 
take money out of these 
accounts? 

A: First and foremost, plac- 
ing a child’s name on a bank 
account in lieu of signing an 
appropriate durable power of 
attorney is a mistake for a num- 
ber of reasons: 

1. Although a fiduciary rela- 
tionship already exists between 
your father and each of his chil- 
dren by virtue of the parent- 
child relationship, a durable 
power of attorney is a much bet- 
ter way in which to allow a 
trusted person to make financial 
decisions for the signator should 
he or she become incapacitated. 
The major reason for this is that 
the power of attorney should 
outline the duties and responsi- 
bilities of the agent. For exam- 
ple, the power of attorney 
should provide whether the 
agent is allowed to make gifts of 
the principal’s money and, if so, 
to whom and how much. All 
things being equal, attorneys 
will often provide in documents 
they prepare that if a gift is 
made to one sibling, equal and 
simultaneous gifts should be 
made to the other siblings. 
Further, in order to make a gift 
to one’s agent or attorney in 
fact, the power of attorney 
should specifically allow the 
agent to do so despite the fidu- 
ciary relationship created by the 
document . 

2. If your father intends for

all assets to pass to you and your 
brother equally at his death, 
then he has derailed his estate 
plan by placing your brother’s 
name as a joint account holder. 
Why? Because the placement of 
another person’s name on an 
account without more means 
that at your father’s death, the 
balances of the accounts will 
pass outside your father’s pro- 
bate estate and your brother will 
own all accounts -- to your 
exclusion -- which appears to be 
an unintended result. This can 
be cleared up in most states by 
your father leaving a letter with 
the bank telling them that by 
placing your brother’s name on 
his accounts, he intends only for 
your brother to assist him with 
the account and that he does not 
intend for your brother to 
receive the accounts at his 
death. It would also be a good 
idea for this language to be 
included in your father’s will. 

As to your other questions, 
your father -- not your brother - 
- is responsible for the income 
taxes generated by the interest 
earned on these accounts. 
Should your brother withdraw 
money from one of these 
accounts during your father’s 
life, the amount withdrawn 
would be considered to be a gift 
from your father to him, which 
would not be taxable as income 
to your brother. The caveat here 
is that to the extent this gift 
doesn’t exceed $12,000 in any 
year, your father should file a 
gift-tax return even though no 
taxes would be due. 

A word to the wise: Get your 
father to a qualified attorney 
who can advise him of his 
options. Self-help on these slip- 
pery slopes can have unintend- 
ed results.

Schwarzenegger seeks new budget process to address deficits

SACRAMENTO Say- 
ing “the wolf is back” at the 
door, Gov. Arnold Schwarze- 
negger proposed a constitution- 
al amendment in his State of 
the State address Tuesday that 
would force automatic budget 
cuts to avoid large deficits like 
the one he is now facing. 

The governor wants to trig- 
ger the cuts when state finances 
start falling into the red and cre- 
ate a surplus when revenues 
come in higher than expected. 
It would be capped at 15 per- 
cent of the budget and could be 
used only to help with the next 
downturn. 

Schwarzenegger gleaned the 
idea from former President Bill 
Clinton, who had similar bud- 
get powers as governor of 
Arkansas. He said it would put 
an end to the feast-and-famine 
cycle of California budgeting. 


“For several years, we kept 
the budget wolf from the door, 
but the wolf is back,” 
Schwarzenegger said, address- 
ing state lawmakers in the 
Assembly chamber two days 
before he is to lay out a budget 
for the coming fiscal year filled 
with deep cuts. 

“We cannot continue to put 
people through the binge and 
purge of our budget process,” 
he said. “It is not fair. It is not 
reasonable. It is not in the best 
interests of anyone.” 


Revenues have tapered off 
with the slowing economy, but 
spending continues to grow, 
and Schwarzenegger is grap- 
pling with a projected $14 bil- 
lion budget gap over the next 
18 months. 

He said the state is spending 
$400 million to $600 million 
more each month than it is col- 
lecting in revenues. 

The constitutional amend-

ment would not help the gover- 
nor with his current budget 
problems, since it requires a 
vote of the people before it can 
take effect. But 
Schwarzenegger said it would 
make the state’s budgeting 
process easier to manage in the 
future. 


Under the governor’s plan, 
lawmakers would be able to 
decide how to make the cuts. 
But the governor would have 
the authority to trigger them 
any time the Department of 
Finance determined the state 
was starting to run a deficit. 

Those predictions would be 
made three times a year, in 
November, January and June. If 
the deficit were 1 percent or 
less, state spending would have 
to go down by 2 percent. If the 
deficit were higher, spending 
would go down 5 percent. 


Schwarzenegger is hoping 
to persuade state lawmakers to 
place the budget reform mea- 
sure on the ballot. But that 
requires two-thirds majorities 
in both houses, which may be 
hard to get. Democrats dislike 
automatic cuts and helped 
defeat Schwarzenegger’s two 
previous attempts at budget 
reform.

Democrats refused to adopt 
the spending cap he requested 
when he first took office. And 
they rallied to defeat a ballot 
measure he proposed in 2005 
that would have adopted a cap 
and given the governor 
midyear budget-cutting author- 
ity. 

Senate President Pro Tem 
Don Perata, D-Oakland, coun- 
seled Schwarzenegger to give 
up on his budget reform pro- 


posal and said California 
should not be emulating 
Arkansas. 


“Tt’s almost a joke,” Perata 
said after the speech. “If I want- 
ed to live like Arkansas, I 
would move to Arkansas.” 

But Republicans generally 


applauded the idea of automat- 
ic cuts. 

“You’re in a crisis stage, you 
need to do something about it,” 
said Senate Minority Leader 
Dick Ackerman, R-Tustin. 
“The time to act is now.” 


The governor’s proposed 
budget reform is in the same 
vein as his failed attempts to 
control state spending in 2003 
and 2005, but comes with a 
twist: the Legislature, not the 
governor, would have the first 
crack at making the cuts. 

It also would prevent K-12 
education from automatically 
claiming windfalls in good 
years, which many blame for 
escalating state spending to 
unsustainable levels. 

And it would enable law- 
makers to decide in advance — 
on a majority vote basis — how 
to make the automatic cuts 
should the budget fall into 
deficit.

ing to demonstrate how the 


form-based zoning code 
incorporates the public’s 
vision. 


The SmartCode unveiling 
will show the future for down- 
town Ukiah and the Perkins 
Street corridor, which spans 
from Highway 101 to State 
Street and includes land near 
Perkins Street from Highway 
101 to Oak Street and Henry 
Street to Seminary Avenue. 

“We’ll have the consul- 
tants explain the new regula- 
tions and how they relate to 
the vision created in April,” 
Stump said. “People can 
expect to see diagrams and 
pictures with copies made 
available for the public.” 

As envisioned by the pro- 
posed code, the scale and gen- 
eral character of new develop- 
ment is intended to be based 
on the best elements of 
Ukiah’s heritage -- shady 
downtown streets, diverse 
architecture, mixed-use shop 
front buildings in the down- 
town and the architecture of 
historic civic buildings. 

Downtown Ukiah and the 
Perkins Street corridor are 
envisioned to be places where 
a wide range of residential,

commercial and industrial 
uses can coexist in relative 
close proximity. Vibrant com- 
mercial uses are expected to 
take advantage of street front 
locations, while residential 
and office uses are better suit- 
ed to upper floors. 

Much of the SmartCode’s 
attention is focused on the 
relationship of public and pri- 
vate spaces. Buildings that 
line public spaces relate to the 
character of the natural and 
built environments, and con- 
nect to one another at the 
pedestrian scale. Public 
spaces are more than streets 
and paths for people traveling 
on foot, on bicycles and in 
cars. They are the community 
gathering places defined by 
design and detail, as well as 
how private buildings connect 
to public spaces. 

Following the initial pre- 
sentation and study sessions, a 
public hearing schedule for 
the Planning Commission and 
City Council will be set with 
hearings expected to start this 
spring. Stump said the ‘nuts 
and bolts’ meeting on Feb. 5 
will be a more intensive learn- 
ing process, where the public 
can “roll up their sleeves” and 
get into detail with the project.
